REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not suggest a multi-layered tablet wherein the viscoelastic phase is 
visible over the entire circumference of the tablet. Specifically, Thoen et al suggest 
molds within the compressed portions, however said molds are not visible over the 
entire circumference of the tablet. Further, applicant has supplied additional data in the 
form of a 1 .131 affidavit suggesting that Thoen et al is further removed from the claimed 
invention. Accordingly, the claims are allowable over the art of record.
